a SOMMERFIELD'S EX PLANATION. 

Ald. Summerfield and McKnight were the 
only Aldermen hitherto considered respecta- 
ble who had any valid excuse for their vote. 
Summerfield said Roth told him some days 
ago that he was preparing a resolution to get 
even with the Administration for having re- 
fused him certain patronage. 1 did not 
like to vote for resolutions offered in that 
spirit,“ added Mr. Summerfield. “ When 
the roll was first called I 
did not vote, but Roth having 
insisted on a call of the abzentees I voted 
against him. I am in favor of suppressing 
gambling, and I believe that the Mayor can 
be compelled todo his duty. I will vote for 
any resolutions on this subject introduced in 
the proper spirit, as I have voted for Ald. 
Pond’s resolution on the subject.” 

Ald. McKnight expressed himself to the 
same effect. 

Ald. Vierling took a different position from 
his colleague and is quoted in the Mayor’s 
evening official organ as saying: 

I was misrepresented in some of the morning 
papers in regard to this matter. I did not ab- 
stain from voting. On che contrary, I voted 
against Mr. Roth's resolution because I looked 
upon it as so much buncombe and rot. I might 
perhaps have voted for the resolution 
had it confined itself to calling 
for a vigorous and proper enforce- 
ment of the law and not contained the absurd 
proposition that the Mayor and Chief of Police 
be called upon to resign. That made nonsense 
of the whole thing, and I made up my mind that 
it was so much clap-trap introduved merely for 
effect. Thatis why I voted againstit, and that 
is why Ald, Summerfield, L. B. Dixon, Hepburn, 
Gorton, and other respectable Republican Alder- 
men voted against it.“ 

Mr. Vierling, it appears, did vote against 
the consideration of the Roth resolutions, 
but he did so in a iow tone, as if he were 
ashamed of himself, and his words failed to 
reach the reporter’s ears. 

ROTH DECLARES HIMSELF. 

Ald. Roth was around the City Hall yester- 
dav before he left for Springfield, and he ex- 
pressed himself quite frecly about the events 
of the preceding evening. 

There is no politics in this matter,“ he 
said. I am a Democrat in good standing 
and I introduced the resolutions. I repre- 
sent my ward in tomorrow's convention at 
Springfield.. So do Ryan, Dahiman, and 
O’Brien, Democrats who voted with me. 
Mayor Cregier and some of his 
Aldermanio backers. of last evening 
could not secure an election to that 
convention, you know. Then let me call 
your attention to the fact that my resolutions 
would have prevailed last night had not 
some Republican Aldermen, led by Lyke and 
Vierlmg, come to Cregier’s rescue. These 
Aldermen had not gumption enough to stand 
up and vote with their convictions, because 
the Mayor has given them a few jobs and 
they are afraid that he will refuse to do so in 
the future. I have had jobs offered to me, 
but I don’t wantthem. I am sick of this 
wholesale gambling, and I think a stopought 
to be put to it.“ 

APPOINTMENT OF “ BUMS.” 

Ald. Roth said in reply to the statement in 

the official organ that he had recommended 


sense. But 1f I would have recommended 
‘bums’ they would have been appointed. I 
had a little expemence in this way. I wasin- 
duced by the entreaties of his friends to rec- 
ommend a certain discharged policeman for 
reinstatement. I was told after 1 
had made the recommendation that 
the man in question was 3 drunken, 
lazy loafer. Now, will you believe it, that 
drunken, lazy loafer was afterwards rein- 
stated, though I had withdrawn my recom- 
mendation. Perhaps my ‘ alleged Republic- 
an’ colleague was around. I understand 
that other discharged drunken, lazy loafers 
have also been reinstated. The ‘bums’ are 
with-the other fellows and not with me.” 

Ryan, a Democratic Alderman who voted 
with Roth and who made the speech in the 
Democratic convention nominating Cregier, 
said: I voted for the resolution because 
the factis wellknown that gambling exists 
in the city and I did not wish to be identified 
with it. I did not have any desire to attack 
the administration and have no spite against 
the Mayor, but gambling should and must be 
stopped in Chicago.” 

CREGIER’S ONE REJOINDER. 

Cregier himself nad the hardinood to say 
in an interview for the official organ: The 
police have been instructed to close up the 
gambling-houses. They are obeying those 
orders, and the gambling-houses have been 
closed up and are being closed up. I have 
said this repeatediy, and there is no use 
going over it all again.” 

A little slap, such as the presentation of the 
pertinent resolution in the Council Monday 


night gave the authorities, was not sufficient to 


give the gambiers a setback, for last night the 
various houses were running as if there were no 
such thing as Council, Mayor, Chief of Police, or 
statutory enactment.

reached this place. The rain fellin torrents and 
was lashed about by a strong wind. The 
hissing of the lightning was followed by a 
deafening clap of thunder. In a few hours 
the storm spent its fury and the dark curtain 
was gradually liited from the scene. Then it 
was that a search was instituted in view of 
ascertaining the ravages wrought by the un- 
weicome visitor. Evidence in this respect 
was soon found, for among the first to report 
was the State institution for the feeble- 
minded, within which lay the mangied re- 
mains of two of the inmates, and in an ad- 
joining compartment six more of the inmates 
who were injured. y 3 

The storm struck the institution at right 
angles, and the large smoke-stack that 
towered above the engine-room tottered and 
fell with a crash. The roof of the building 
was too weak to support the weight, and the 
smoke conductor tore its way through, and 
in its descent claimed for its victims Willie 
Cline of Clark County and Wesley Emery of 
Monroe County, they being instantly killed 
and their little bodies crushed aimost to a 
pulp, and!six others were more or less injured. 
The west end of the engine-house of the 
instituwon was blown in. The following is 
the result of the storm ravages as far as the 
institution for tne feeble- minded is con- 
cerned: 

THE KILLED. j 

WILLIE CLINE of Clark County, struck by 
the falling smokestack and instantly killed. 

WESLEY EMERY of Monroé County, struck 
by the falling smokestack and instantly killed. 
The body was horribly mangled, The father of 
Young Emery resides in Omaha. 

INJURED. 

JOHN SWALLOw of Dubuque, bruised about the 
body and slightly cut. 

SAMUEL ASKINS of Council Bluffs, bruised 
about the body. 

WILLIE PRATHER, of Wayne County, O., badly 
bruised and cut. He may die. 

FRED WRNORT of Fort Dodge, body bruised. 

ED STREET of Lee County, bruised about the 
head and body. He is seriously injured, 

HENRY SNYDER of Benton County, bruised 
about the head and body and arm crashed. 

All of the above were inmates of the 
institution. The new building in course of 
erection withstood the storm. The damages 
to the instituuon complete will aggregate 
$6,000. 

Several other buildings were wrecked. 
The canning factory poses with one side 
blown in, while the Glenwood Mills are badly 
damaged. The storm was the most severe 
that ever visited this section.

SHAKING UP AN OHIO CITY, 


Five Thousand Pounds of Powder Explode, 
Killing One Person. 

MANSFIELD, O., June 8.—At 4 o’clock this 
afternoon, during & thunder-storm, hghtning 
struck a powder-house near here owned by 
Tracy & Avery, which contained over 5,000 
pounds of powder. A terrific explosion fol- 
lowed that was felt distinctivin all parts of 
the city. Hundreds of people were soon at 
the scene. Nota vestige of the little build- 
ing was left, buta swath of destruction and 
desolation had been swept in every direction. 
Just across the road was the dwelling of 
Henry Roost, in which at the time were his 
wife and three children. The house was 
blown to atoms. One of the children, 15 
months old, was crushed and hurled thirty 
feet away, lifeless. Another, 4 years oid, was 
so badly injurea she will die, and the mother 
is yet unconscious from injuries that 
will likely prove fatal.

Big Ital- 
ian women with beady-eyed youngsters bang- 
ing at their gaudy, ean skirts; negroes 
in checks or rags; Culnamen in bleuses and 
cloth shoes; all the riff-raff of wicked 
humanity. This part of Chi is a cock- 
tail of poverty, vice, and misfortune. Every- 
thing is mixed up in it—everything save 
cleanliness. 

THEIR FIRST Sf PERIENCE. i 

The first house stopped at was on Polk 
street, near Fifth avenue. It is a two-story 
building, with a shop beneath and a tene- 
ment above. Thirty-seven people live in the 
house. 

A woman keeps the shop and “runs” the 
house. She is Italian. In fact there are 
none but Italians in the house. 

The professional enumerator talks the 
language“ or dialect ’’—spoken in Naples. 
So he had no trouble. That is as far as 
talking goes. The trouble came in when he 
tackled a fellow named Mussatt. This burly 
chap is a Paduan and came to this country to 
escape the compulsory military service that 
runs riot in King Humbert’s realm.

One of these cases was that of Bernard 
Waite, No. 255 West Forty-fifth street, New 
York, who not only refused to answer the 
questions asked but aiso personally assault- 
ed the errumerator.

tion to prosecute with vigor all violations of 
the law which shall be reported to him. In 
the ease of the enumerators, where a good

excused and others substituted, but at this 
late date the reason given must be urgent

First Day’s Session of the Annual Conven- 
tion of the Organization. 

The High Court of the Catholio Order of 
Foresters convened in annual session in 
Uhlich’s Hall, No. 27 North Clark street, yes- 
terday morning,.and was called to order for 
three days’*business and pleasure by High 
Chief Ranger J. P. Lauth of Chicago. Dele- 
gates were present from nearly all the 163 
courts in the order.

GUESTS’ CLOTHING IN PAWNSHOPS. 


How the People at the Leland Recovered 
Their Missing Garments. 

Some days ago a good looking, gentlemap- 
ly German, giving the name of Fischer, reg- 
istered from Boston at the Leland Hotel. He 
was given Room 8. In a short time all the 
rooms in that part of the house were emptied 
of every articie of value, clothing included. 
In addition to this the hat racks on tne 
ground floor and at the entrance to the din- 
ing-room were found unsafe places to leave 
anything. For several days fio hat, over- 
coat, or umbrella was ever heard from after 
being left there. Complaints naturally be- 
came numerous. 

One aay Mr. Fischer rushed. into the office 
with the statement that bis room had been 
entered and every article of clothing and 
linen taken. His room was visited, and in 
truth nothing was found but anempty valise 
and a hair brush. Mr. Fischer demanded 
payment from the hotel. A detective was 
put on the case, and, after visiting the pawn- 
shops, brought back every stolen articie. He 
also had a perfect description of the man 
who had pawped tbe articles. He was a 
gentlemanly, good looking German. In ev- 
ery respect he answered the description of 
Mr, Fischer of Boston. That gentleman was 
immediately in great demand, but up to the 
present time has not been seen at the Leland, 
where he owes a week’s board. 


CLAIMS HE IS ABLE TO SUPPORT HER 


Mrs. Harding Wants an Increase in Sep- 
arate Maintenance Money. 

Elias R. Bowen made affidavit in the sep- 
arate maintenance suit of Mrs. Adelaide M. 
Harding against George F. Harding to the 
effect that he was employed in Mr. Harding’s 
office from 1878 to 1888 and kept his books, 
and that he knows what the lawyer’s income 
was during those years. Mr. Bowen showed 
that Mr. Harding is amply able to pay a suffi- 
cient sum for his wife’s support. Mr. Bowen 
puts Mr. Harding’s income in 1888 from rents 
at $6,000 per month. The year after he left 
he built ten houses on Rhodes and Vernon 
avenues, and his income from them was at 
least $11,000 per year. This affidavit was made 
the basis of an application for alimony by 
Mrs. Harding. She says that she is paying 
$250 per month for herself and chilaren at 
the Hotel Woodruff, but she has only two 
small rooms. She asks the court to compel 
Harding to give her the custody of Susan 
and Madeline until the final bearing, and to 
pay her a sufficient sum to secure anatner 
room at the hotel. Mrs. Harding reiterates 
the statement that Mr. Harding is worth 


over $2,000,000, with an income of $65,000 per 
year, and could easily afford to pay her $500 
a month and more for the support of herself 
and children. She claims to have only $958.40 
as an income from her separate property.

SPECIAL SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
It is understood that at the meetimg of the 
Executive Committee of the World’s Fair 
Directors to be held today a resolution will 
be adopted asking Gov. Fifer to call a special 
session to submit an amendment to the Con- 
stitution authorizing the city to advance 
$5,000,000 for Fair purposes, and also to adopt 
certain measures designed to help in the se- 
curing of a site.

A PROPHECY STRIKINGLY FULFILLED. 

Tun Trisune desires to call the attention 
of its readers to a prophecy made by it over 
a year g which has been literally fulfilied. 
It does this not to plume itself on its fore- 
sight, but in order to enfore a moral lesson 
which may be of value in the future. 

The 30th of March, 1889, this paper announced 
that the gamblers had resolved to give their 
financial support to Mr. Cregier, they having 
received assurances that if he were elected 
the rules governing public gaming prior to 
the election of Mayor Roche should be re- 
stored.

Mayor Roche might have had this blers’ 
fund of $80,000 for his first election—be might 
even now get it for his second election—if he 
would subscribe to the conditions which Cregier 
has so cheerfully agreed to. But Mr. Roche ts not 
80 8 to be Mavor for a second term titat he 
wilt compromise his manhood or become a silent 
emer 8 ee and degrading trafic in 
order elect 


But Mr. Cregier was just that anxious to be 
Mayor, and he sold himself out or allowed 
himself to be sold out to McDonald and 
Hankins. He was elected, but instead of 
becoming the free chief magistrate of a great 
city he found himself the wretched serf of 
two gamblers. He is always telling 
the peopie what an independent Mayor he is 
—how Aldermen do not run him, how poli- 
ticians cannot boss him, how private citizens, 
no matter how reputable, cannot move him. 
That is done simply that he may hide from 
the world the fact that Mike“ and 
“George”? are the Mayor, and that he is 
in all matters relating to their unlawful 
trade completely in their power and their 
most obedient servant. 

It is probable that at first Mr. Cregier, de- 
lighted to get the office he had been working 
for so many years, did not mind his slavery. 
But of late the chains have begun to feel 
heavy. The censure of Councils, the con- 
demnations of pulpits, the exposures of the 
press, the remonstrances of good men, have. 
told upon him and made him conscious of the 
shameful nature of the bargain which gave 
him his place. Buthe is tied hand and foot. 
He cannot free himself. Those moral virtues 
which he sold out“ to the gamblers he can- 
not get back again. The public respect he 
has forfeited he can never redeem. 

This shows that it is not wise for a man 
who likes the good opinion of his fellow-citi- 
zens and is not so thoroughly bad as to be 
indifferent to their contempt to seil out to 
the powers of darkness for an office. A 
thick-skinned, calloused politician may make 

such a bargain with the gamblers as Cregier 
did and laugh at the public scorn. But Cre. r 
gier is too weak for that, and therefore he is 
miserable, though he has secured the office 
be hungered for. He realizes, too late, that 
the price he paid to be Mayor in March, 1889, 
Was too great. What ought a man to get in 
exchange for a good name? Surely more 
than the office of Mayor for two years. 


BROOM FOR THE WOMEN DOCTORS. 
The movement in favor of opening the 
doors of the new school of medicine to be 
established at Johns Hopkins University to 
women upon the same terms as men is one 
of the significant features of the rapid ad- 


high standing and character of the women 
who have undertaken the taskis of itself a 
guaranty of success. It is impossible that 
a movement, reasonable and desirable in 
itself, headed by such women as Mrs. Harri- 
son, Mrs. Biaine, Mrs. Windom, Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland, Mrs. Louis Agassiz, Mrs. James 
T. Fieid, Julia Ward Howe, Sarah Orne 
Jewett, Alice M. Longfellow, Mrs. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, Mrs. Henry Villard, Mrs. 
Emmons Blaine, Mrs. Wayne MacVeagh, 
Mrs. Charles J. Bonaparte, and many otters 
of equal prominence in ali the large cities of 
the country should fail. 

The trustees of the university in question 
have decided to organize a medical school as 
soon as their finances will allow, and have 
made such progress that it cannot be long 
before the work will begia. The women of 
the country have decided to expedite the 
time by raising a large fund, so that the 
work can begin at once, and tendering it to 
the trustees upon condition of opening the 
doors of the school to women upon an equal 
footing with men. To effect this they pro- 
pose to raise $100,000 and to raise it at once, 
and there is no doubt that tney will do it. 
Under such circumstances it is impossible 
that the trustees will decline to accept the 
money. As to the nature of the proposed 
school the following extract from official 
statements will be of interest: 


Students wishing to enter the school must 
have taken the “ preliminary medical course” of 
the university (already estaplished) or must be 
able to pass an equivalent examination. This 
— nv ogee d course is Latin, mathematics, and 

nglish (sufficient for a B. A. degree), a reading 
knowledge of French and German, and a ares: 
years’ course of lectures and laboratory work, 
five hours a week each, in chemistry 19 — 
and physics. This course in — is about 
equivalent to the work of the first two years in 
the German medical schools, and is considerably 
more than the work which is required in these 
subjects in Paris. 

o school is to be connected with the Johns 
Hopkine Hospital, which is already open. It is 
Ut especially for the scientific study of dis- 
pean its system of ventilation, heating, eto., 
has been carefully planned for the individual 
treatment of patients according to their needs. 
Beds in the same ward can be surrounded by dit 
ferent degrees of heated atmosphere; remark- 
able results have been obtained, espécially in 
surgical cases, on account ot the excellence of 
the hygienic conditions. The hospital is sup- 
pane’ by its own endownment of $3,300,000, and 
has no financial connection with the school. 
There are in the hospital a pathological and a 
hygienic laboratory, where researches are now 
actively carried on, and the leading physicians 
and surgeons have been made professors of the 
university. Du the last winter they have 
given a course of lectures to physicians, among 
whom were women, one of whom says that 
— 1 3 0 8 for study 
ere than she 4 oreign schools which 
abe had attended. 1 


It is useless for even the most prejudiced 
to contend any longer against the idea of fe- 
male doctors. They have not only come but 
they have come to stay. Twenty years ago 
there were but 500 of them in the United 
States. The census will show that there are 
over 3,000 of them now, and notwithstand- 
ing the disadvantages under which they 
labor many of them have risen to promi- 
nence. They have two or three first-class 
schoois, but the environmentsof the proposed 
school at Johns Hopkins are such as will 
greatly increase their advantages and give 
them a stili higher medical education than 
they can now obtain. They have already a 
recognized footing in female asylums 
and in the female wards of reform- 
atory institutions, as well as in gen- 
eral practice, but the latter field will be 
greatly enlarged for them as their educa- 
tional facilities are increased and prejudice 
wears away. As practitioners among their 
Own sex they have great opportunities for 


they deserve and should have tne prefer-. 


ognize them, and the old-fogies of the pro-

ble. So far as the Johns Hopkins school is 
‘concerned there can be no doubt that the 


trustees will open its doors to the women, 
as five of them have wives or sisters on the 
Baitimore committee, and the remaining 
trustees are not opposed.

CHICAGO TAMMANY AND THE WORLD'S 
FAIR. 


The New York Tammany tried to exploit 
the World’s Fair, and might have succeeded 
but for Mr. Piatt. It tried to get through 
the New York Legisiature a bill which 


should give it the handling of ten millions of 


city funds. Chicago having been selected as 
the site for the Fair tne local Tammany, fol- 
lowing closely in the footsteps of its New 
York mother, is trying to see if it cannot ex- 
ploit the Worla’s Fair to tne tuneof ten 
millions, That Tammany of which Mayor 
Cregier is the official head wants to tack on 
to the skirts of the proposed amendment to 
the Constitution authorizing this city to aid 
the Fair to the extent of five million dollars 
another amendment allowing them to add five 
millions more to its bonded debt, the money 
to be expended by the present and succeed- 
ing Administrations in “ the improvement 
of the city — meaning thereby the improve- 
ment of the financial condition of Tammady 
and its bosses. 

This proposition, which is to be considered 
by the Council next week, is backed up by 
the old, familar arguments. It is said tne 
debt of this city is “‘so small.“ It will not 
be by the time the drainage channel is cut, 
It will then be of quite respectable size, and 
the interest bill will be a goodly item. It is 
said that the revenues are insufficient. 
Then increase the saloon licenses and add to 
them. Have fewer high-priced smecures. 
Use the special assessment system more. 

But however these things may be, this 
scheme must not be allowed to pull down and 
bea; the World’s Fair amendment, as it 
surely will if the two are put together, as 
they will have to be. Let every tub stand on 
its own bottom. There are many men who 


will vote for the World’s Fair five millions 


who will not vote for this ten-million grab. 
Even if the city had not reached the limit of 
its bonded indebtedness it would need a 
change of the Constitution to enable it to 
help the Fair. Such a change will be op- 
posed by neither city nor country members. 


But when it comes to handing five millions 


in a lump to the present Aldermen, to be ex- 
pended in “fixing things up.“ there are city 
and country members who will vote against it. 

It will be impogsible to get a two-thirds 
vote of both Houses for the two five mull- 
ion déliar schemes if put together in one 
amendment, as they would have to be, and if 
the*friends of the flve million steal were in 
the majority and would not give way both 
would be beaten. 

Therefore, if Gov. Fifer has the interests 
of Chicago at heart he will pay no attention 
to what the City Council may say to him 
about this scheme for filling their pockets. 
The present debt of the city is thirteen and 
a half millions; park and county debts make 
it about nineteen millions. Five for the Fair 
will make twenty-four and twenty for the 
deep cut will make forty-four. Thatis quite 
enough, The taxpayers can get along with- 
out that extra five to be imposed for the béne- 
fit of Tammany, which would raise the 
total to forty-nine millions. 


THE POLITICAL PARSON COMES TO GRIEF, 

A useful lesson to be drawn from late de- 
velopments in the crusade against the gam- 
blers is that there can be no greater blunder 
than to follow the iead of the political 
preacher.

There are two marked peculiarities of the 
political preacher—nis ignorance of facts ana 
his entire abandonment to theemotions. He 
has not learned from St. Paul that things 
which are lawful are not necessarily expe- 
dient. He usually goes to bed at 10 o’clock 
—which is lawful—and he knows no more of 
what is going on down-town at hight than 
alamb does of what is going on outside of 
the fold—though Ferne of thisgkina is 
expedient. 

What Tuz Trisunz said on the subject of 
gambling a year and a quarter ago was true. 
It was: 


In some remote and secluded rooms, behind 
doubly-locked doors, doubtless some small games 
of chance are still carried on, and always will be 
carried on while human nature remains whatit 
is and the power of the police to make inquisi- 
torial visitations is strictiy limited. But there 
is no gambling in Chicago in the sense in which 
it formerly existed. There is no * dinner-pail 
drigade flowing into and out of Hankins’ 

iided rooms on Clark street. There is no gam- 

ling in McDonald's old Store.“ No places 
where the unwary or inhocent are entrapped can 
be found within the city limits, 


But the political preachers chose not to be- 
lieve this, They never were out of the house 
after supper. They never saw the deadness 
which prevailed in these places which used 
to live by the gambiimg trade. They chose 
to believe those who for partisan purposes 
said gambling was going on. They urged 
the members of their congregations to vote 
against Roche and for Cregier, and for the 
first time in tnejghistory of any city the 
church, the saloon, and the gambling-hell 
united to defeat a man whose Administra- 
tion had been decent, honest, and law-abid- 
ing. It was not without faults, for it was 
human, but it was like an oasis between those 
dreary years when Harrison and Cregier 
were;in the Mayor’s chair and there were 
pitfalls at every down-town street-corner 
for “the innocent sad the unwary.”

They have restored gambling at 
McDonald’s Store. They bad no or ca 
doing it, ana it has taken them about a 
to learn they did it.

“Has this taught them any wis- 
dom? Probably not. The curious fact is set 
forth in the Bible that if a certain individual 
is brayed m a mortar with a pestie, his 
distinguished mental traits remain un- 
changed. Even so is it with the political 
preachers, the men who, with their igno- 
rance, prejudice, and emotions, attempt to 
run that thing of compromises and conces- 
sions called a government. 

But many of their parishioners will surely 
profit by experience. They will not be so 
ready anothér time to prefer the words of 
their pastors on matters of this world, con- 
cerning which they know nothing, to the 
teachings of experience and common sense. 
There will be another election for Mayor next 
spring. Perhaps when that comes off they 
will consider the evidence of their own 
senses and not look to their beloved pastors 
for political instruction.

As the Gas Trust was 
formed for the express purpose of raising 
the price of gas 25 cents per 1,000 feet, and

Eduard Strauss was represented by four selec- 
tions—a polka schnell, In the Whi#l,” a polka 
mazurka, On the Silesian Mountains,” a polka 
Francaise, “The Phonograph,” dedicated to Ed- 
ison, and a waltz, ‘*Life in America,” the latter 
his tribute to this country. The last two named 
were entirely new, and both were exceptional- 
ly bright and pleasing. Another novelty 
was the new Emperor Waltz.“ the latest pro- 
duction of Johann Strauss, which was heard for 
the first time in Chicago, though it was produced 
some months ago in New York by Mr. thomas 
and made quite a sensation. As far as could 
be judged from a single nearing it is more 
richly elaborated, especially upon the 
harmonic side, than most of its 
predecessors, and seems to be a work which 
will grow in appreciation with repeated hearings. 
Some portions possess a quality of passionate 
expression which is not to be found in any of the 
earlier waltzes from the same pen, and which 
would appear to indicate a decided advance in 
what may be considered as at least partially a 
new direction. Ernst Gilleta’ “ Echoes 
from the Ball,” played also on Monday 
evening as an encore, is a delightfully dainty 
creation and one that is always welcome. In 
fact, itean scarcely be heard too often, for it 
possesses a bewitching melody, exquisitely con- 
ceived, and, as played by the strings of the 
Strauss orchestra, one can scarcely ask for any- 
thing more graceful or refined. This afternoon 
a matinée performance will be given, for which 
a characteristic program has been prepared.
